4r.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  upon  the  health,  vital  statistics  and 
initary  conditions  of  the  district  for  the  year  1957. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease,  apart  from  measles,  was  low. 

During  the  last  few  years,  the  number  of  complaints  made  about  the  effect  of  fumes 
om  local  brickworks,  have  been  increasing.  The  complaints  are  of  three  kinds  : 

(a)  the  unpleasant  smell  ; 

( b ) the  effect  of  sulphur  dioxide  ; 

(c)  the  effect  of  fluoride  on  cattle. 

The  County  Council  was  asked  by  the  various  county  districts  concerned  for  their 
ssistance.  Following  representation  by  the  County  Council  to  the  Minister  of  Health, 
ie  District  Alkali  Inspector  visited  the  county  early  in  December  to  investigate  complaints 
-tout  the  unpleasant  fumes  emanating  from  local  brickworks.  He  saw  representatives  of 
ocal  Authorities,  the  National  Farmers’  Union,  the  County  Landowners’  Association, 
id  he  visited  the  brickworks. 

In  the  Chief  Alkali  Inspector  s report  for  1956  the  following  reference  was  made  to  this 
-oblem  : “ The  matter  of  emissions  from  brickworks  in  the  Peterborough,  Bedfordshire, 
uckinghamshire  clay  belt  has  again  been  raised.  In  the  years  before  1939  the  Alkali 
epartment  was  concerned  mainly  with  complaints  of  offensive  odours  and  in  the  immediate 
)st-war  years  with  the  matter  of  fluorine  emissions.  Production  is  mainly  via  continuous 
Ins  and  the  local  clay  is  particularly  attractive  in  that  apart  from  its  excellent  brick  making 
operties  and  easy  availability  in  very  large  quantities  it  contains  a sufficiently  high  content 
' organic  material  to  provide  the  bulk  of  the  heat  needed  for  burning  the  brick.  The 
imbination  of  this  clay  and  the  continuous  technique  has,  however,  the  disadvantage 
leading  to  destructive  distillation  of  some  of  the  organic  material  and  emission  of  the 
oducts  of  such  distillation  at  a temperature  insufficiently  high  for  their  complete  combustion 
relatively  odourless  compounds.  The  characteristic  smell  of  these  works  is  due  to  this 
xumstance.  Moreover,  some  of  the  fluorine  contained  in  the  clay  and  which  is  evolved 
the  high  temperature  stage  of  the  firing,  is  inextricably  mixed  in  the  kiln  and  flue  system 
th  the  oily  mist  from  the  destructive  distillation  of  the  organic  matter  and  the  water 
olved  from  the  clay  in  the  earlier  stages  of  the  firing.  It  is  only  this  oily  mist  containing 
lorine  emitted  in  the  chimney  gases  which  is  widely  believed  to  be  the  main  source  of 
ricultural  hazard.  There  is,  so  far  as  can  be  at  present  ascertained,  no  public  health 
zard.  Nevertheless,  the  smell  is  unpleasant.  A careful  reconsideration  of  the  problem 
s however  taken  us  no  further  than  we  were  in  1948  and  the  inescapable  conclusion  is 
at  the  volume  of  gases  is  so  large  that  there  is  as  yet  no  practicable  method  of  dealing 
th  emissions  from  existing  kilns  and  that  recourse  must  still  be  had  to  tall  chimneys  as  the 
ily  remedial  measure.” 

As  a result  of  the  Inspector’s  visit  certain  proposals  have  been  made,  the  first  and 
3St  important  of  which  is  the  setting  up  of  machinery  for  the  measurement  of  the  degree 
d extent  of  atmospheric  pollution  caused  by  the  chimneys  and  at  the  time  of  writing  a 
sliminary  meeting  of  representatives  of  the  districts  concerned  has  agreed  to  set  up  a joint 
mmittee  to  explore  the  possibility  of  carrying  this  out  in  co-operation  with  the  Brick 
impanies. 

There  is  little  doubt  that  the  cattle  have  been  affected  by  fluorosis  due  to  grazing  on 
sture  contaminated  by  high  concentrations  of  fluorine  in  the  fall  out  from  smoke  from  the 
ickworks.

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA 


From  a scenic  point  of  view  the  district  as  a whole  is  one  of  the  most  attractive  and 
;autiful  areas  in  Bedfordshire  and  as  yet  unspoiled  by  large  industrial  development. 

The  principal  employers  in  the  North  and  West  are  the  brickworks  at  Lidlington  and 
idgmont,  with  Stewartby  just  inside  the  Bedford  Rural  District.  There  are  also  light 
igineering  factories  at  Cranfield  and  Aspley  Guise.  Other  large  places  of  employment 
re  the  Bovril  Factory  and  Ebonite  Works  at  Houghton  Conquest,  a brush  works  at  Flit- 
ick.  and  a tool  factory  at  Westoning.  The  Aeronautical  College  at  Cranfield  and  the 
iational  Institute  of  Agricultural  Engineering  at  Silsoe  have  greatly  added  to  the  status 
f these  villages,  while  the  growth  of  Lower  Stondon  is  largely  due  to  the  R.A.F.  Aerodrome 
rid  Training  Centre  at  Henlow  Camp. 

Flitwick,  served  by  a main  railway,  is  largely  a dormitory  area  for  Luton  and  Bedford 
here  many  are  employed  in  the  factories  and  offices  of  these  large  towns. 

Intensive  market  gardening  is  the  principal  occupation  in  the  light  sandy  soil  around 
laulden,  Flitwick,  Flitton  and  Clophill  and  agriculture  affords  the  greater  part  of  employ- 
tent  within  the  district. 

Aspley  Guise,  Aspley  Heath  and  Woburn  are  mainly  residential  in  character.

This  sample  is  practically  clear  and  bright  in  appearance,  neutral  in  reaction  and  free 
rom  metals  apart  from  a negligible  trace  of  iron.  The  water  is  hard  in  character  but  not 
nduly  so  and  it  contains  no  excess  of  salinity  or  mineral  constituents  in  solution.  It  is  of 
he  highest  standard  of  organic  and  bacterial  purity. 

These  results  are  indicative  of  a pure  and  wholesome  water  suitable  for  public  supply

The  source  of  the  supply  is  situated  in  Aspley  Guise,  in  Field  No.  9,  Ordnance  Survey 
iheet  No.  XXIV  3,  Second  Edition,  1901  (Beds.).  There  are  five  boreholes  sunk  in  the  lower 
;reensand,  the  average  depth  of  the  boreholes  being  200  feet  from  surface  level.  Surface 
jvel  average  is  315,00  O.D.  The  average  rest-water  level  in  the  bores  is  287,00  O.D.,  and 
he  average  pumping  levels,  263,00  O.D. 

Water  is  raised  from  each  of  the  boreholes  by  electrically  operated  borehole  spindle 
lumps  and  is  passed  through  an  aeration  cascade  and  sand  settlement  tanks.  These  tanks 
lischarge  into  a pump  sump  from  which  it  is  raised  by  electrically  operated  centrifugal  pumps 
vhich  discharge  the  water  into  the  reservoirs  on  Bow  Brickhill  Heath — 2?  miles  distant 
rom  the  waterworks.  The  capacity  of  the  reservoirs  are  : Section  “A”  380,000  gallons  ; 
Section  “B”  1,000,000  gallons  ; Total  capacity,  1,380,000  gallons. 

The  water  is  aerated  to  remove  CO 2 and,  in  addition,  a lime  treatment  plant  is  to  be 
nstalled  to  neutralise  the  acidity.  The  water  is  chlorinated. 

Frequent  bacteriological  tests  of  the  water  have  shown  the  water  to  be  sterile  and  the 
ast  chemical  analysis  gave  the  following  result  : —

This  sample  is  practically  clear  and  bright  in  appearance  and  free  from  metals  apart 
from  a minute  trace  of  iron.  The  water  is  distinctly  acid  in  reaction,  it  has  a substantial 
content  of  free  carbon  dioxide  and  it  is  also  fairly  soft  in  character;  corrosive  action  by  the 
water  would  therefore  be  expected.  The  water  contains  no  excess  mineral  constituents  in 
solution  and  it  is  of  the  highest  standard  of  organic  quality. 

Apart  from  the  objection  to  the  corrosive  characteristics  and  from  the  aspect  of  the 
chemical  analysis  these  results  are  indicative  of  a pure  and  wholesome  water  suitable  for 
public  supply  purposes.

(. b ) DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  Disposal  Works  at  Aspley  Guise  deals  with  Aspley  Guise  and  Aspley  Heatl  l 
drainage,  together  with  the  Newport  Pagnell  R.D.  Parish  of  Woburn  Sands  in  a joint  drainag 
scheme. 

Woburn  is  principally  owned  by  the  Duke  of  Bedford  and  is  privately  sewered  to  a 
disposal  works  owned  and  managed  by  the  Ducal  Estate  Office. 

The  sewerage  scheme  for  the  parishes  of  Flitwick,  Harlington  and  Westoning  is  no\ 
complete. 

Preparation  of  detailed  scheme  of  main  drainage  in  Cranfield  and  Lower  Stondon  ar 
still  in  hand,  and  sites  for  sewage  works  for  Maulden,  Clophill  and  Silsoe  are  still  unde 
review. 

(c)  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

No  action  has  been  necessary. 

id)  CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

6 Parishes,  Aspley  Guise,  Aspley  Heath,  Woburn,  Flitwick,  Harlington  and  Westonin; 
except  for  outlying  properties,  have  water  closets. 

In  the  remaining  23  Parishes,  a number  of  houses  have  water  closets  draining  to  ces 
pools,  but  the  majority  have  pail  closets. 

On  the  new  housing  estates  practically  all  Council  Houses  have  water  closets,  ar 
where  the  estates  are  sufficiently  large,  suitable  disposal  works  are  provided,  elsewhe 
they  have  cesspool  drainage. 

(e)  CLEANSING. 

Twice  weekly  emptying  of  closet  pails  is  carried  out  in  23  Parishes  as  a whole,  and 
the  6 Parishes  where  there  is  main  drainage,  outlying  properties  unable  to  drain  to  the 
sewers  have  their  pails  emptied  also. 

Cesspools  are  emptied  on  request  throughout  the  district  at  intervals  of  3 months  fr 
of  charge.  Where  this  is  exceeded  a charge  of  25s.  per  emptying  is  levied  by  the  Counc 
Direct  labour  is  employed  with  six  vacuum  tank  motor  emptiers. 

The  method  of  disposal  is  by  means  of  spraying  on  agricultural  land  and  depositi 
in  two  gravel  pits  in  isolated  parts  of  the  district.  Extreme  difficulty  is  still  being  experienc 
with  regard  to  the  disposal  and  in  addition  the  labour  problem  has  been  most  acute.

( b ) Private  owned  and  open  to  the  public  : — 

Eversholt. — A small  open-air  bath  supplied  from  a lake,  open  to  residents  of  fu 
parish  and  also  used  by  the  Education  Committee  for  swimming  instruction  for  schil 
children. 

Husborne  Crawley. — A small  open-air  bath  now  leased  by  the  Education  Commit ij 
and  used  mainly  for  swimming  instruction  for  schoolchildren. 

Woburn. — The  Woburn  baths  are  now  closed. 

All  are  emptied  and  refilled  at  intervals,  and  in  the  intervening  periods  chlorine  solut  1 
is  sprayed  on  the  surface  and  the  water  agitated. 

(c)  Private  Swimming  Pools. 

Hawnes  School,  Haynes  Park. — An  open-air  pool  is  provided  for  this  girls’  boardg; 
school.  A natural  spring  gives  the  pool  a continuous  flow. 

The  Knoll  School,  Aspley  Heath. — A similar  boarding  school  for  boys,  this  hr  a 
small  pool  filled  from  the  main  water  supply.

(A)  ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS. 

No  report  of  bug  infestations  were  received  during  the  year. 

Inspection  is  made  of  the  furniture  of  a prospective  tenant  to  ensure  that  it  is  * 
from  vermin  before  removal  to  a Council  House. 

Disinfection  is  carried  out  by  the  Local  Authority. 

Prevention  of  re-infestation  after  cleansing,  is  secured  by  re-inspection,  advice  id 
supervision. 
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) RODENT  CONTROL. 

The  Council's  sewers,  sewage  disposal  plants,  sewer  ditches  and  refuse  tips  are  system- 

ically  treated. 

The  Council  gives  a free  service  to  domestic  premises,  and  occupiers  in  the  main  make 
rod  use  of  this  facility.  The  need  for  reporting  the  slightest  infestation  of  these  disease- 
irrying  vermin  cannot  be  overstressed. 

A flat  rate  charge  of  6s.  per  hour  of  the  Operative's  time  is  made  to  the  occupiers  of 
jsiness  premises.  This  flat  rate  includes  wages,  travelling  expenses  and  cost  of  poison  and 

tit.

HOUSING. 
ousing  of  the  Elderly. 

Following  up  the  Council's  policy  of  dealing  with  housing  of  the  elderly,  the  Council 
ive  continued  with  the  building  of  one  bedroom  bungalows  and  the  scheme  has  met  with 
ch  success  that  proposals  are  in  hand  for  the  erection  of  additional  bungalows  on  existing 
•using  estates. 

The  bungalows  are  not  let  entirely  to  the  elderly,  as  experience  has  shown  that  young 
uples  intermingled  with  the  elderly  do  help  for  the  happiness  of  all  concerned,  and  the 
ought  and  care  of  one  for  the  other  has  met  with  very  great  success. 

The  Council  are  further  considering  the  acquisition  of  larger  houses  and  negotiations 
ve  been  opened  for  the  acquisition  of  two  large  houses  which  it  is  suggested  could  be 
nverted  into  flats  with  suitable  accommodation,  and  also  bungalows  built  in  the  grounds 
th  one  common  room  where  meetings  could  be  held  for  social  welfare  and  development' 
The  policy  of  dealing  with  the  elderly  is  very  much  in  the  minds  of  the  Council  and  it 
expected  that  during  the  next  year  consideration  will  be  given  to  various  improvements 
the  one  bedroom  bungalows. 

mi  Clearance  Programme. 

During  the  year  under  review  the  Council  in  dealing  with  unfit  houses  included  in  the 
jm  Clearance  Programme  made  15  Demolition  Orders  and  14  Closing  Orders.  Two 
vners  were  prepared  to  give  Informal  Undertakings  to  demolish  and  these  were  accepted 
the  Council. 

Five  tenants  were  rehoused  from  Slum  Clearance  properties  during  the  year. 

The  position  at  the  end  of  the  year  is  that  out  of  approximately  200  houses  to  be  dealt 
ih  in  the  5 year  programme,  47  properties  have  been  the  subject  of  action  by  the  Council, 
a >tion  19  Informal  Undertakings  have  been  accepted.  22  Droperties  have  also  been 
rnolished  voluntarily  during  this  period  and  a further  20  properties  have  been  reconditioned 
□ removed  from  the  Programme. 

The  work  of  slum  clearance  has  continued  satisfactorily  and  it  is  proposed  to  carry 
t in  the  near  future  a review  of  scheduled  and  other  properties  in  the  district  with  a view 

revising  the  list. 

In  connection  with  this  list  the  Council's  Officers  will  consider  with  the  Owners  whether 
not  it  is  possible  that  any  such  houses  included  in  the  list  could  be  reconditioned  or 
proved  and  so  avoid  too  much  disturbance  of  the  character  of  the  villages.  Inspections 
II  then  be  made  by  representatives  of  the  Council's  Housing  Committee.

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Loans  for  Owner  Occupiers. 

The  Council  have  considered  the  policy  of  making  available  loans  for  the  purchase  c 
houses  for  local  Owner  Occupiers  and  for  this  purpose  during  the  year  adopted  the  Housin 
Act  1949  in  lieu  of  the  provisions  of  the  Small  Dwellings  Acquisition  Act.  During  tf 
current  year  23  loans  were  made  available  involving  £33,869  under  the  last  name 
Act  and  2 loans  involving  the  sum  of  £3,200  under  the  former. 

Housing  Management. 

It  has  always  been  the  Council's  policy  to  prevent  as  far  as  possible  enforcement  < 
Eviction  Orders,  with  the  consequent  break-up  of  families,  and  to  this  end  the  close  liaise 
with  the  District  Officer  of  the  County  Welfare  Department  has  been  maintained.  T1 
Council  is  always  prepared  to  assist  families  by  considering  and  granting  applications  f 
exchange  of  houses,  both  between  tenants  in  its  own  district  and  outside,  and  also  wi 
tenants  of  private  houses. 

This  year  the  following  exchanges  have  been  effected  : — 

With  Council  House  tenants  within  the  district  

With  Council  House  tenants  outside  the  district 

With  Council  House  tenants  and  privately  owned  houses 

The  tenancies  of  46  Council  Houses  were  transferred  during  the  year. 

The  Housing  Programme  generally  has  been  continued  and  it  is  expected  that  at  an  eai 
date  the  waiting  list  will  be  revised,  and  a Committee  of  the  Council  will  meet  to  consic 
such  lists  and  to  assess  the  needs  for  general  demands. 

Housing  Estates  Generally. 

From  time  to  time  circumstances  make  necessary  the  letting  of  houses  to  problen 
cases  and  in  such  cases  every  effort  is  made  to  improve  the  conditions  of  the  family,  am 
watchful  eye  is  kept  and  the  tenants  approached  in  a sympathetic  and  kindly  manner  w 
suggestions.  Where  necessary  they  are  put  in  touch  with  the  appropriate  Authority  til 
can  give  assistance.
